The strikers are 
of the belief that most of the lower 
levels of the mine are filiing because 
the companies are short-handed and 
because the pumpr cannot keep up 
with the water that is draining into 
the workings. A heavy rain. they say. 
will send a correspondingly heavy vol- 
ume of water, which would overwhelm 
the pumps.

Senor Figueros,From the Canary Is- 
lands, Reports a Discovery for Making 
Power Without Chemicals.

NEW YORK, June 8.—[{Eclusive Dis. 
The Herald's London corre- 
spondent says a most remarkable 
claim, the genuineness of which it is 
as yet impossible to test, has been mae 
by Sefior Clemente Figueras, engine>r 
of Woods and Forests in the Cargy 
Islands and for many years prolessor 
of physics at St. Augustine's Colillece 
at Las Palmas, For many years he has 
been working silently at a metiod for 
directly utilizing atmospheric electrice 
ity; that is to say, without chemicals 
or dynamos, and making pract.cal ap- 
plication of it without the need @ em- 
ployinng any motive force. 

He asserts that he has invented a 
generator by which he can coilect elec- 
tric fluid so as to be able to store it 
and apply it for infinite purposes; for 
instance, in connection with shops, rail- 
ways and manuiac tures. He says he 
expects its effect wiil be a tremendous 
economic and industrial revolution. He 
will not give the key to the invention, 
but declares that the only extraorui- 
nary point about it is that it hag 
taken so long to discover a simple 
scientific fact. 

He intends to go to Madrid and Ber- 
lin shortly to patent his inventions, 
Sefior liguerag has constructed a rough 
apparatus by which, in spite o. is 
Sinail size and defects, he obtains a 
current of 500 volta, which he utilizes 
in his own house for lighting purposes 
and driving a motor of twenty-horse 
power. His inventions comprise a 
generator, a motor and a sort of gov- 
ernor or regulator, the whole apparatus 
being so simple that a child could 
work it, =

Schalkburger Speaks to 
Boers at Durban. 


Plot at Pretoria to Blow 
Up Buildings. 


Kitchener Reports Disarmamcnt 
Proceeding—Peace Serv- 
ices—Kruger’s Resolve. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

DURBAN (Natal) June 8.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Mr. Schaikburger, for- 
merly acting President of the Trans- 
vaal, visited the large Boer camp here 
yesterday. He made qa speech, in- 
forming his hearers of the terms of 
peace and urging contented submis- 
sion to British rule. -The Boers, he 
said, should forgive and forget, and 
with the British form one great broth- 
erhood, working together for the benefit 
of South Africa. The Boer leaders, 
he said in conclusion, had concluded 
that it would be criminal further to 
continue the struggle. 

The scene was indescribably pathetic. 
Among the thousands of Boers |assem- 


at the conclusion of the speech the 
women wept without restraint. After- 
ward the Dutch President spoke, ten- 
dering grateful thanks for the kindly 
treatment the Boers had received. He 
sald that the news of peace was the 
best that could have been received. 
His speech was punctuated with sobs. 
As Schalkburger was leaving to visit 
other camps, he was besieged by Boers 
who shook hands with him and plied 
him with questions regarding relatives. 
He promised to return Monday. Thous- 
ands voiced their thanks, and burst 
into a song of thanksgiving as Schalk- 
burger drove away.

TO BLOW UP BUILDINGS. 
PLOT DISCOVPRED AT PRETORIA. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.; 

LONDON, June 8.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In a letter from Pretoria, dated 
May 18, the correspondent of the Dally 
Mail says that the previous Thursday 
sixty arrests were made there as the

artilery barracks. The parties con- 
cerned in the plot, according to the 
correspondent, were lawyers, chemists 
and Boer and Dutch prisoners on pa- 
role. 

DISARMAMENT PROCEEDS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—PM} 
LONDON, June 8.—The War Office 
has received the following message 
from Lord Kitchener, under today’s 
date: “The disarmament of the 
Boers is proceeding satisfactorily, and 
good spirit is displayed everywhere. 
Yesterday, 4342 rifles had been sur- 
rendered up to date.” 

Dispatches received by the Associ- 
ated Press from Pretoria confirm the 
statements made in Lord Kitchener's 
communication to the War Office, and 
say that the whole staff of the late 
Transvaal government, with a body- 
guard of fifty men, surrendered last 
Saturday. The following formalities 
are observed when Gen. Botha, Gen. 
Dewet or any of the Boer command- 
ants accompany the British officer 
who has been detailed to receive sur- 
renders: 

“The Boer leader goes out to meet 
a commando, and returns at its head. 
The Boers who come in are generally 
dressed in dilapidated clothing, but 
have a smart and soldierly bearing. 
Those who are to surrender are as- 
sembied, and the Boer leader delivers 
an address to his men, urging them 
to listen to the British officer who 
has been detailed on this work. The 
British officer then makes a speech to 
the men of the commando, in which 
he informs them of the admiration of 
King Edward and the British nation 
for the gallant struggle and the brav- 
ery of their people, and promises that 
the British authorities will do their 
utmost to help them resettle on their 
farms.

“Now that there is peace, and al- 
though it is not a peace such as we 
longed for, yet let us abide .where God 
has led us. We can with a clear con- 
science declare that for two years and 
a half our people have carried on the 
struggle in a manner almost unknown 
to history. Let us now grasp each 
other’s hand, for another great strug- 
gle lies before us, a struggle for the 
spiritual and racial prosperity and wel- 
fare of our people. Casting aside all 
feelings of bitterness, let us forget and 
forgive, so that the deep wounds 
caused by this war may be healed.” 

The document is signed by Schalk- 
burger and Gen. Luis Botha.

At the head of this great concern, 
as manager, will be Lewis Nixon of 
the Crescent Shipyards, who is also 
closely allied with Cramps dt Philadel- 
phia, and who never has ceased to 
labor to bring about consolidation since 
the project was first broached. From 
a source that must be regarded as au- 
thoritative it was learned that bonds 
will be issued to the amount of $25,000, - 
During last week, there have been 
several meetings in this city of those 
most interested, and a full agreement 
is understood to have been reached. 
The underwriting, it is believed, has 
been arranged through the offfce of 
Alexander & Green.

LOOKS GOOD. 


Clew to Charles Hill's 
Identity. 


Alleged Daughter Lives 


in Milwaukee. 
| 


Gives Good Reasons for the 
Belief That Dead Man 
Was Her Father. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.) June 8.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Miss Mary Hill is 
certain that Charles Hill, or, as he is 
“believed to be, Michael Hill, who died 
in Los Angeles two weeks ago, leaving 
h fortune of $140,000, is her father. — 

‘Vesselmen and shipbuilding men who 
knew Michael Hill well and who 
worked with him at the shipbuilding 
trade for many years, are also con- 
vinced that the man who mysteriously 
left home nineteen or twenty years ago 
was the same who died in Los Angeles. 

Three years ago Miss Hill went to 
Seattle to visit two sisters and a 
brother, who live there, She also went 
to Los Angeles and while there saw an 
old man on the street who continued 
to stare at her as long as she was in 
sight, and who she thought might look 
' as her lost father would at that age, 
except that he was more bent and gray 
than she imagined here father could be. 
She is now sure that the man was her 
father and that he recogsized her, but 
preferred to remain unknown. She told 
the story of her father’s disappearance 
as follows tonight: 

‘Three years before father’s disap- 
pearance an accident happened to him, 
which I know was the cause of all our 
trouble. He fell into the Water, but the 
captain of a boat reached him barely 
in time to catch hold of one of his 
boots and was not strong enough to 
draw him back on the plank. Instead 
he allowed him to hang there with his 
head under the water until he was 
nearly drowned. 

“From that time father was never the 
same as he had been. His mind was 
evidently affected by what had oc- 
curred, and he imagined all sorts of 
things that made him jealous, 

“This went on until April 10, 1883, 
when he left home. He did not leave 
the city until! July 20, and that was the 
last we ever heard of him directly. He 
never communicated with any of us in 
any way. Mother died in 1892 with- 
out having learned what had become of 
father. She never got over the shock 
occasioned by his disappearance. We 
heard through others that he was at 
different places in the West, and about 
fifteen years ago that he had secured 
large contracts with the Canadian Pa- 
cifie Railroad for buliding bridges. 
Later we heard that he had become 
rich through these contracts. 

“The fact that the man found was 
Charlies Hill does not seem at all 
strange to me, for father did not like 
the name of Michael. He told mothér 
so when she wished to name one of 
the boys after him, and he answered 
her that the name might be all right in

country, and that she had better give 
him some other, which she did. In 
later years, in speaking to me of Names, 
he said that he considered: Charles as 
being a good name, and said that he 
wished he had that name himself.” 


FORGING THE CHAIN.

He 
was seen tonight, and in response for 
a request for information as to a man 
named Hill, who had disappeared from 
Milwaukee, he said: 

“I am confident that the man men- 
tioned in dispatches from Los Ange- 
les is Michael Hill, who left his’ fam- 
ily in Milwaukee nineteen years ago. 
His age and general description corre- 
spond to those of Michael Hill. Hill 
came to Seattle in 1893 over the Cana- 
dian Pacific, on which road he had 
done some sub-contracting. He was 
down at the docks most of the time, 
and met me there, and was much sur- 
prised to see me. I had known him 
years ago in Milwaukee, where we 
worked together, and I wag the only 
person in Seattle that he knew. He 
had plenty of money at that time, and 
stayed here eight days, disappearing 
suddenly one day without telling me 
where he was going. His daughter 
came here from Milwaukee searching 
for him, and lived here a while, being 
a school teacher, but so far as known 
she never got a clew to her father’s 
whereabouts. I was back in Milwaukee 
last summer, and his family had not 
yet heard from Hill. 

“He was a native of Ireland, and I 
am almost sure the man who died in 
Los Angeles is no other than Michael 
Hill, formerly of Milwai&ee. I do not 
know whether to notify his family or 
not, as I would not like to raise any 
hopes that might later prove false.” 

Allen is an old-timer in Seattle and 
entirely reliable. His son Daniel Allen 
is well known at Mare Island. At 
one time Daniel Allen was Chief of the 
Seattle fire department.

The Kind Yor Have Always Bought

To make cheap foods appetizing the 
chief essentials are oes patience 
and a gift for seasoning. Some persons 
are born with both. Others have to 
work hard to get either. But their pos- 
gession should be enough to insure a 
happy home to any one who appreci- 
ates good living. 

METHODS. 

Cheap meat, as a rule, demands slow 
cookery. To this there are some excep- 
tions. A shoulder of b may be 
roasted precisely as one would roast a 
costlier leg—with the first short period 
of sharp heat, to sear the outside of the 
meat and seal in the juices, and the 
second period of lowered temperature 
that finishes the cooking. A good round 
steak can be broiled as would be a 
porterhouse, and cheap beef is boiled in 
the same f as that which costs 
more. An imitation of steak that is 
not to be despised may be made of beef 
from the round, chopped and molded 
into the form of a steak, broiled over 
a clear fire and dressed, like an ordi- 


rar steak, with butter, pepper and 
salt. 
But when it comes to stews and 


salmons, ragouts and entrees, there is 


t 

gives the final touch of savoriness. The 
really elegant dishes that have high- 
sounding names attached to them are 
often built on a very cheap foundation. 


Even those of the high-priced mate- | 


may sometimes be achieved by aid 
of the before-mentioned patience in 
cookery and care in seasoning. Take, 
for instance, that very excellent dish, 
chicken in casserole, for which cook 
books invariably demand ayoung roast- 
ing chicken. In place of this a fowl 
will serve if prepared by the following 
method: 


“CHICKEN IN CASSEROLE.” 

Take a fowl! suitable for roasting. 
Try and secure one that is not ve 
tough. Even fowls vary in this : 
Truss it, but do not stuff it, and put it 
over the fire in a pot with a tightly- 
fitting top. No water goes in with it, 
just a heaping teaspoonful of butter— 
enough to keep it from scorching. The 
pot, closely covered, is set at the back 
of the stove, where it will heat siowly. 
The cover should not be removed for 
at least half an hour. Then it may be 
lifted just long enough to turn the 
fowl, which should be immediately cov- 
ered again and left to cook. Three hours 
will be none too long to make it tender, 
and it must be turned two or t 
tires during this time. | 

When this stage has been reached the 
casserole part of the dish may begin. 
Casseroles are becoming more and more 
common, and may be bought in a va- 
riety of forms and prices. Into one of 
these should be put two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, or the same amount of the 
drippings from the cooked chicken. 
With this may go a sliced carrot and 
an onion, a couple of bay leaves and a 
sprig of thyme. The casserole may be 
put on the top of the stove and the veg- 
etables lightly browned in the fat. Next 
may go in a pint of weak stock, which 
can be made from the feet, neck and 
wing pinions of the chicken. and well 
seasoned. Onto this should eo the 
chicken. and when the casserole has 
been closely covered it may go into 
the oven and the chicken may cook for 
half an hour. A raw chicken would de- 
mand more time, but with the steamed 
chicken it is not needed. While the 
chicken is cook'ne a dozen or so of 
small potato balls may he cut with # 
Parisian potato cutter from raw po- 
tatoes and browned lightly in butter. 
When the half hour is up these potato 
balls may go in, with as many French 
mushrooms, cut tn half. a tablespoonful 
of sherry and salt and vepper at dis- 
cretion. After these are in the chicken 
may be left in the oven for ten or fit- 
teen minutes longer, but with the cover 
off that it may brown.

cent. In the case of Africa, 10 per cent. 
of the imports of South America; 10 per 
cent. of those of Asia and Oceania, 14 
per cent. of those of Europe, and 40 
per cent. of the imports of North 
American countries, exclusive of the 
United States. 

Within the memory of this generation 
the name of Africa was the synonym 
for mystery both as to history and con- 
dition. Physically, the African conti- 
nent is in many respects unique. Five 
thousand miles in éxtreme length and 
over four thousand miles in breadth, its 
area is greater than that of any other 
continent except Asia, the latest esti- 
‘Mate being 11,874,600 square miles, and 
its population variously estimated at 
from 125,000,000 to 175,000,000, Its coast 
formation is peculiar in the absence of 
deep indentations, bays or harbors, and 
the small number of waterways which 
offer entrance to its interior. The fact 
that the greater part of the interior is 
an elevated tableland extending on all 
sides to within a short distance of the 
coast renders access to the interior by 
the few large streams difficult. At the 
points where the rivers pass from the 
elevated plateau of the interior to the 
lowlands of the coast the falis or rap- 
ids which there exist prevent naviga- 
tion, and as a result travel to the in- 
terior by water developed more slowly 
in Africa than in any other continent, 
When these conditions were clearly es- 
tablished, however, modern ingenuity 
and energy soon found a means of 
transporting steamers in small pleces 
upon the backs of men through the for- 
ests, around the falls and rapids for 
scores and even hundreds of miles, and 
putting them together, set afloat the 
steamers which penetrate thousands of 
miles into the Interior and develop facts 
never before known, and which could 
not have been developed by land. ex- 
ploration in the tropical climates and 
jungies for many generations. 

Africa has, within the past few years, 
become the “hinterland of Europe. 
European nations now control 
t tories in Africa, two of them hav- 
ing areas equal] in each case to about. 
the entire land area of the United 
States, while a few small territories 
remain as independent States. Begin- 
ning at the northeast, Egypt and Trip- 
oll are nominally at least tributaries 
of Turkey, though the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, which was given large liati- 
tide by that of Turkey. has of late 
years formed such relations with Great 
Britain that, in financial matters, at 
least, her guidance is recognized: next 
west, Algeria, French; then Morocco on 
the extreme northwest, an independent 
government and an absolute despotism; 
next on the south, Spain's territory, 
Rilo de Oro; then the Senegai terri- 
tories, belonging to the French, and 
connecting through the Sahara desert 
with her Algeria; then a group of small 
divisions controlled by England, along

“Unquestionably in the development

In saying this the Scientific American 
is careful to emphasize the fact that 


as long as steam continues to be used 
the reciprocating engine will for some 
classes of work continue to be the most 
serviceable motor. To particularize, we 
have only to refer to the steam joco- 
motive to convince every one who is 
familiar with the demands and ex!i- 
gencies of locomotive service that the 
turbine is never likely to displace the 
engine in this class of 
work. “As an electrical drive, how- 
ever, it is preéminently qualified, and, 
since electrical power seems destined to 
indefinitely enlarge its field of applica- 
tion, the growth of the steam turbine 
in connection with the electrical indus- 
tries is. destined to be rapid and wide- 
spread. But, although the turbine is 
not applicable directly to the locomo- 
tive and the street car, it {is the ideal 
motor for the propulsion of steamships. 
This is said with a full appreciation of 
the fact that there are difficulties of 
reversing which limit the maneuvering 
power of a ship in entering or leaving 
a dock, or in making landings; for this 
objection has been largely overcome by 
the provision of separate reversing 
motors, 

“In any case the difficulty Is so great- 
ly outweighed by the economy. of the 
turbine in weight and fuel, and by the 
advantage cf a complete absence of Vi- 
bration, that we look to Bee the steam 
turbine enjoy a monopoly as a marine 
engine second only to that which it will 
achieve in connection with electrica) 
power on land. Indeed, the only 
classes of work to which the turbine 
may not prove to be immediately ap- 
plicable are those which involve much 
starting and stopping and considerable 
running at slow, and intermediate 
speeds. In work of this kind the recip- 
rocating steam engine will always find 
a limited sphere of usefulness, unless, 
indeed, even here it is driven out by the 
ubiquitous electric motor. 

“The Advance of the steam turbine 
during the past few months, bath in 
size and power, and in its application 
to large plants, has been quite remark- 
able. Two of the largest manufactur- 
ing concerns in this country have been 
for some years watching closely its de- 
velopment, and have themselves Been 
conducting experimenta!] work to deter- 
mine its efficiency and to improve upon 
existing forms. Although the Parsons 
turbine is an English invention, and 
practically all the work wit le@re 
units that has been accomplished has 
been done by these Machines, it is a 
fact that the Westinghouse company, 
which secured the rights for the Par- 
sons turbine in this country, has al- 
ready built or is now building cight 
turbines of from 750 to as high as 2500 
horse power. 

“These Westinghouse-Parsons ma- 
chines, as they are called in this coun- 
try, have been giving most excellent 
reguits, and the 2500-horse-power tur- 
bine, which has now been employed for 
about a year in an electric light and 
power plant at Hartford, Ct., is the 
jargest turbine and probably the most 
economical! steam engine in the world. 
In addition to these machines, we un- 
derstand that the same company has 
received an order for a large turbine 
for South Africa, which is to be used in 
a big power-transmission scheme that 
is being worked out in the Rand gold 
fields. The General Electric Company 
has in operation at its works a 750- 
horse-power turbine of the bucket-and- 
nozzle type, the plans for which. have 
been worked out by the company’s en- 
gineers. This turbine has also shown 
excellent economy, and we understand 
that the company stands ready to man- 
ufacture it upon a commercial seate. 

Most significant fact of all, point- 
ing to the ultimate monopoly of the 
steam-engineering field by the new 
type of engine, is the confidence with 
Which the great railway and power 
companies are adopting the turbine in 
large units as a drive for electrical 
generators. We referred last week to 
the fact that the Lohdon underground 
railways were equipping a 100,000 
horse-power plant with ten 10,000 
horse-power turbines. We are now 
abie to announce that it is only the 
conviction that nothing of an experi- 


mental nature must be allowed 
to enter ‘into the equipment 
of the new rapid transit eub- 


way’s power plant that prevents its 
equipment with the steam turbine. 
As it is, only six engines of the re- 
ciprocating type have been ordered, 
and the balance of the order has been 
left open with the expectation of in- 
Stalling the turbine when there is a

“The probability is that the new 25- 
knot liners for the Cunard Company 
will be driven by turbine engines, 
while a sister ship to the turbine pas- 
senger steamer King Edward, which 
did such good work on the Clyde last 
year, is under construction, and three 
arge steam yachts have also been or- 
dered in Great Britain which are to 
be equipped with the same motive 
power. Incidental evidence of the 
widespread appreciation of the fact 
that we are on the eve of revolution- 
ary changes in motive power came to 
our notice the other day In the case 
of one of the largest steamer yachts 
that has ever been planned in this 
country.

The aluminum 
is absolutely unoxidizable, and cheaper 
than brass. When tested tn the State 
telephone shops it was found to be 
equal to every claim. Engineers rec- 
ommend that evabrite be substituted 
for nickel. and copper in telephone and 
telegraph anparatus.

JOHN BULL’S CAPACIOUS PURSE. 


An English paper, the Daily 
Graphic, gives some interesting infor-. 
mation regarding the financial position 
of Great Britain, at the end of this 
long and expensive war. A_ chart 
published by the Graphic shows that 
while the British expenditure has 
arisen from £94,000,000 in 1895 to an 
estimated expenditure of £133,000,000 
in 1903, the revenue has more than 
kept pace with the expenditure, hav- 

ing increased from £90,773,000 in 1887 
to an estimate of £147,785,000 in 1903. 

' It is interesting to see whence Great 
Britain derives this immense income 
‘of nearly $740,000,000, considering that 
she bas no protective tariff to draw 
upon. The foliowing table, published 
by the Graphic, shows the yield of the 
principal taxes for the year ending 
March 31, 1901: 
Income tax (at 1s. on the 


pound) ............... &27,561,000 
Death Duties ............. 16,721,000 
Tobacco Duty ............. 12,861,000 
Stamps on Transfers of 
5,130,000 
£107,624,000 


The other items of taxation were 
relatively insignificant, bringing in al- 
together only £12,000,000. | 
- Notwithstanding what we occasion- 
ally hear about the decadence of 
Great Britain, and the decrease in the 
Value of property, statistics show that 
the taxable incomes of Great Britain 
bave increased in value from £588,- 

' 000,000 in 1886 to £788,000,000 in 1900. 

The present income tax of a shilling 
on the pound is enormous. Years ago, 
when this elastic and convenient im- 
post-went up to 6d. on the pound, it 
aroused a big roar of protest from 
British taxpayers. It is only under 
the patriotic influence of war times 
that the Britishers could be induced 
to submit to such a heavy tax. The 
imposition of a tax of 5 per cent. on 
Incomes would cause something like a 
fevolution in this country. The tax 
is, however, made to rest easily upon 
people of small incomes, by making 
all incomes of $750 a year or less 
free from taxation, or deducting that 
amount from larger incomes. 
’ It is evident that Johnny Bull is not, 
yet by any means bankrupt. There is 
probably no other country in the 
world, except the United States, that 
sould have come through the ctrain of 
a big war in such good shape as Great 
Britain has succeeded in doing.

Senator Morgan of Alabama, in his 
great speech on the Philippine Gov- 
ernment Bill, in the Senate on May 
29, raised an important question as to 
the power of Congress to grant to the 
Philippines .a separate, independent 
government. Mr. Morgan denied that 
Congress has any such power, and the 
argument which he advanced in sup- 
port of his position seems well-nigh 
unanswerable. The question raised by 


the Senate or the+House, and so far 
as we have observed, no attempt has 
been made in either house to answer it. 

After stating his firm conviction that 
it was essentially right for us to an- 
nex the Philippines, and that it would 
have been essentially wrong for us not 
to have done so, Mr. Morgan said: 

“If the people of the seceded States, 
in 1861, could have appealed to such 
a pledge on the part of the govern- 
ment of the United States, or to the 
principle on which it must be 
that every people have the right to or- 
dain for themselves the government 
they choose, the American Union ceuld 
not have withstood the shock of the 
secession of the eleven great States 
of the South. 

“Ehe doctrine of the right of these 
organized and sovereign States—four 
of which assisted in forming the Un- 
ion—to resume their independence was 
settied against the States of the Union 
by the events of the terrible war that 
followed. So that, to settle that ques- 
tion in the organic laws of those 
States, nearly all of them have 
amended their constitutions and ex- 
pressly disavowed that right. 

“I was a member of the Alabama 
convention that declared the independ- 
ence of that State and resolved to 
withdraw from the Union, and voted 
for the ordinance of secessidn. 

“I was a soldier in the Confederate 
army that endeavored to sustain that 
right, and no soldier of the revolution- 
ary army of 1776 was moved by a more 
patriotic sense of duty than I was in 
the service 1 was able to render. 

“Until my State, to which I owed 

and still owe the highest allegiance, 
changed its attitude on that subject, 
I was bound to the declaration that a 
sovereign State of the American Union 
had the right, for just cause, to with- 
draw from that Union. _I held that the 
right to withdraw was an indispensa- 
ble element in its recognized sover- 
eignty. 
“I stood upon the doctrine of the sov- 
ereignty of the people of a State, or- 
ganized in a sovereign government and 
represented by persons of their own 
selection, to, institute government that 
they believed to be best suited to their 
prosperity and happiness. | 

“I never thought. that a Territory 
of the United States could possess such 
sovereign rights before Congress had 
authorized the people there to form 
such a government, and now I am con- 
pelled by the action of Alabama to 
deny to the people of a Territory, when 
organized as a civil government, the 
right to withdraw from the sovereign 
jurisdiction of the United States. Of 
course, wé cannot ‘turn them loose 
as a wild, unorganized mob. 

“I must go™still further, and deny 
that Congress can grant to any State, 
or to the people of any Territory, a 
right of withdrawal from the Union 
or from the jurisdiction of the United 
States and still hold Alabama bound 
in irrevocable bonds to the American 
Union. If this privilege is granted to 
one, it must be granted to all alike. 

“T can find no authority for conced- 
ing rights to the Philippines that Con- 
gress must refuse to grant to Ala- 
bama,. 

“The substitute proposed to this bill 
by the minority of the committee de- 
mands that at some future period the 
right shall exist in favor of the people 
of the Philippine Islands to receive 
their separate, sovereign independence 
from an act. of Congress. 

“As the corollary of such right, 4T 
Congress should refuse to vote their 
independence when they conceive that 
the time has arrived when they are 
fully entitled to the performance of 
such a pledge, they would have, at 
least, the moral! right to enforce their 
admitted legal rights, even by a resort 
to open war. 

“What would be thought of me, as 
a Senator, if I should copy the lan- 
guage of the pledge that ts in this sub- 
stitute, in a joint resolution, to pro- 
vide for the future independence of 
Alabama, that is already sovereign, 
and ts in ful) exercise of autonomous 
government Who would rise here and 
assert that such a measure was within 
the delegated powers of Congress? 

“Tf I should keep my seat in the Sen- 
ate after such an effort, I would have 
no hope of remaining in the Democratic 
party as a respectable member. 

“If I should state in the preamble of 
such a resolution that the people of 
Alabama are. and of right ought to be, 
free and independent, it would inspire 
the resolution with a trite but noble 
sentiment that would add nothing to 
its force as a sensible proposition. It 
would fall before the question, ‘Has 
Congress the power to make such a 
pledge to Alabama?’ Which answers

bama desire a better form of govern- 
ment, Or a more complete independ- 
ence, or greater security against for- 
eign invasion or domestic usurpation, 
than her people have, as a sovereign 
State of this Union?” Alabama never 
desired, or sought independence, ex- 
cept as a means of protecting her fights 
under the constitutional guaranties of 
justice. 

“As to the people of the Philippine 
Islands, if that term by any euphe- 
mism or reckless abuse of speech can 
be applied to the few Tagalogs and Vis- 
ayans that followed Aguinaldo, among 
the 8,000,000 inhabitants of the archi- 
pelago, they never had a pretense of 
organized civil government that was, in 
fact, based on the suffrage or even 
the implied consent of the whole peo- 
ple of these many inhabited islands. 
“This fact at once destroys the pre- 
tension that an organized civil gov- 
ernment other than that of Spain ever 
existed in those islands before Dewey 
attacked the Spanish fleet, and as to 
its being republican in form, that idea 
is extinguished, unless a_ republic, 
which must be based on the wil! of the 
people or the consent of the gprs 
can be created by the edict of a single 
man.” 

The press dispatches, which pur- 
ported to give a faithful résumé of 
Senator Morgan's speech, failed , to 
clearness the above 
points, which undoubtedly constituted 
the most important part of his re- 
markable and convincing discussion of 
the Philippine government question. It 
is difficult to understand how the op- 
ponents of Philippine annexation could 
have disputed his deductions, and it 
is hardly surprising that none of them 
attempted to do so. an 

As regards our title to the Philip- 
pines, and the manner in which it was 
acquired, no valid question can 
raised. No organized government, save 
that of Spain, had ever existed in the 
islands. We acquired title to the ter- 
ritory by a treaty regularly ratified 
both by our government and by that 
of Spain. The territory of the Philip- 
pines, through that treaty, became as 
truly a part of our national domain 
as ts that of any State or Territory. 
These premises are indisputable. It 
follows, logically and inevitably, as 
Senator Morgan so well points out, 
that no authority exists in the legisia- 
tive branch of the government for 
the alienation of this ‘territory, which 
has, through regular and valid proc- 
esses, become part and parcel of our. 
national domain. 

Clearly, the only manner in which: 
this territory could be alienated wou'd 
be through an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, delegating to Congress the. 
power, under certain specific condi- 
tions, to grant fight of alienation to. 
certain territory. It is not to be sup- 
posed for a moment that any such 
amendment would receive popular 
sanction, or would be indgrsed by the 
Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
States. It is not at all likely, even, 
that the Legislature of a single State 
would accede to such an amendment 
of the organic law. The experiment 
would be justly regarded as dangerous 
and unwarranted. 

It thus appears that the Philippine 
Islands have come under the sover- 
eignty of our fiag for all time. It will 
further appear, in the near _ future, 
that “the consent of the governed,” 
upon which our opponents have so 
insistently harped, will come freely and 
cordially to our aid in the great prob- 
lem of carrying liberty, enlightenment 
and self-government to these people. 
The Filipinos are honored and blessed 
in having their island domain become 
a part of the great American republic. 
They are to have as much freedom as 
they are capable of enjoying and 
using without abusing. They will, in 
due time, as the work of enlighten- 
ment proceeds, become as free as any 
-citizens.under the protecting folds of 
our glotious flag. Could any pegple 
ask a greater boon than. this? . 

The work of regeneration in the 
Philippines has been ‘hampered more 
by the ill-advised opposition of such 
reactionists as Senators Hoar, Till- 
man, Rawlins, Patterson, Teller, Car- 
mack and a few others, than by the 
opposition which our arms have en- 
countered in the islands. But in spite 
of the opposition from both these 
sources, the work of humanity and 
patriotism has gone and will continue 
to go steadily forward, until it shall 
have been crowned with the splendid 
fruition of complete and unequivocal 
success.

Corner-Stone Laid. 
NDER the glowing summer's sun 
of a true day in the southland, the 
Swedish people of Los Angeles yes- 
terday afternoon laid the corner-stone 
of the new Swedish Lutheran Church, 
at Seventeenth and Hope streets. 

Altheugh not a large congregation, 
their present quarters at Tenth and 
Grand avenue.have grown too small, 
and some time ago they camé to the 
conclusion that a new building was 
necessary. 

Three o'clock p.m. found most of 
the congregation at the broken ground 
of the building that is to be, and the 
services were commenced by the pas- 
tor, Rev. J. A. Edlund. Preparatory 
to the Swedish ritual service Rev. Ed- 
lund spoke briefly in English, for the 
benefit of the English ministers who 
were present, outlining the growth of 
the Lutheran church in America, from 
its origin in 1638 to the present time, 
and showing that as an organized 
church body the Lutheran denomina- 
tion is the senior of American religious 
societies. The ritual service was fol- 
lowed by the singing of a hymn. The 
corner-stone, a granite block with the 
date “A. D., 1902" graven in large 
letters upon it, was then laid with 
brief and simple ceremony by the paa- 
tor. In it was interred a hermetically 
sealed copper receptacle containing 
copies of four Swedish religious and 
political papers, copies of the Los An- 
geles Times, Herald’ and Journal, the 
minutes of the California conference of 
1901, the constitution of the congrega- 
gation, an almanac of 1902, the names 
of the officers of the church and its 
various organizations, and the names 
of all its pastors, both temporary and 
permanent. In conclusion Rev. Mr. 
Edlund, with three taps of the ham- 
mer, dedicated the building for all 
time in the name of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. 

After a song by the Swedish male 
choir the pastor of the English Luth- 
eran Church, Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, 
spoke briefly on the common faith and 
brotherhood of all churches, insisting 
upon the necessary universality of re- 
ligion, and the importance of abiding 
a in God to all classes and all na- 

ons. 

After a happy introduction Dr. Hugh 
K. Walker addressed the congregation, 
assuring them of the good will and 
congratulations of all sister churches 
upon the event of their success and 
their prosperity and speaking in the 
highest terms of their leader, Mr. Ed- 
lund, whom he has known for years. 
“When I want to hear a good sermon 
of which I will understand the spirit 
but not the letter,” said Dr. Walker, 
“I will come over and hear brother 
Edlund.” 

After more music Rev. J. A. Carlson 
spoke at some length in the native 
tongue, and was followed by the offi- 
cial sermon by Mr. Edlund, also in 
Swedish. | 


The Golden Rule in Busincss. 


At Christ Episcopal Church wester- 
day morning Rev. George Thomas 
| Dowling, the rector, announced the 
topics for the three remaining Sundays 
before. he will leave on his summer va- 
eation. He said: *‘Next Sunday morn- 
ing I will preach on ‘The Facts and 
Fallacies of Christian Science;’ on the 
following Lord’s day, I shall deliver 
the baccalaureate discourse, before the 
graduating class of the State Normal 
School, and on the last Sunday of the 
month, will speak on “The Gospel of 
Relaxation; a Plea for Going Slower.’

‘In the Electricity 


High-mind people of well-ordered 
lives, are continually debating within 
themselves as to what is their duty 
in the many perplexing questions 
which arise in their experience. We 
may decide many such questions to- 
day, but tomorrow's altered conditions 
of life will bring new prablems 
solve. Varying events in life produce 
constantly changing conditions, and 
these are ever attended with new 
problems of duty. From childhood to 
youth, to mature life, there is a series 
of increasing obligations which change 
form with the changing years, and 
whose execution calls for strength, pa- 
tience, faith and heroism, multiplied. 
‘Duty’ has been aptly termed ‘the 
voice of the stern daughter of God.’ 
Duty is often looked upon as a bur- 
den. When viewed rightly our duties, 
instead of being forbidding tasks, are 
sources of exceptional strength, peace 
and happiness, whenever and wherever 
they are devoutly performed.

persistently and heroically in the path ' 
of duty, And rejoice therein, although 
it is bringing them severe labors and 
heavy burdens. They are suffering 
slow martyrdom, and tn it are glori- 
fying our humanity. In the sense of 
duty and the daily constraint that com- 
pels men to 


“Sail on, sail on, and en, 
When all hope is gone,’ 


we have the highest and richest treas- 
ure for immortal spirits in the flesh. 

“Duties are, moreover, a part of our 
rights, privileged rights, which we 
would not be deprived of. Men recog- 
nize this fact. Modern society, in its 
noblest features, is more given to the 
practice of duties than has ever been 
Witnesse] before. Duties are incor- 
porated in our legislation, and = thus 
become Pights. The status of civiliza- 
tion in this, as in every other city and 
town, is built upon the morai convic- 
tions and the fidelity thereto in all 
Wways_of obligatiori. The most potent 
as the most worthy forces about us 
in our social relations pertain to the 
conception and execution of the rights 
of each other, and of the duties each 
owes to the other in all ways of our 
relations."’

Owen Foster Memorial. 


There was a large attendance at the 
memorial services for Owen Foster held 
at St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yesterday 
afternoon. The Very Rev. Dr. J. J. 
Wilkins, D.D., conducted, and the mu- 


Jewish choirs, Mr. Foster having been 
organist of those choirs at the time of 
his death. The service was a solemn 
and beautiful testimony of the high 
appreciation in which this young mu- 
—— was held by all who worked with 

m. 

The rector paid a sincere tribute to 
the departed in a brief but moving ad- 
dress. Of Owen Foster's character he 
said: “He was .sweet, gentle, amiable 
and kind in all his intercourse. He was 
retiring and modest. Was he ever 
known to draw attention to himself or 
to thrust himself forward in any way’ 
I think not. He was a true artist, an 
artist to his finger tips. So young, yet 
so accomplished. He loved his art ana 


pursued it sincerely, jitiously, yet 
always quietly and .stentatiously. 
i did not Know him very well. Our 


circles of action rarely interlinked. But 
here in the church I knew him, and 
admired him. During all the time he 
was with us he never failed us, We 
knew that as surely as we needed him, 
Owen Foster would be there in his 
place, doing his work faithfully and 
beautifully. The strangest and saddest 
thing about the service today is that 
Owen Foster is not there at his beloved 
instrument as he used to be, making 
our services more beautiful by his art. 

“I challenge any one here to think 
of that young man with his talents and 
his ability as dead. No, Owen Foster 
is not dead. He has merely gone aloft. 
He has passed into the other life where 
bis art has fuller expression and 
grander opportunities. To think of that 
life with its artistic promise as done 
were horrible. It were to make life a 
travesty, God, impotence. It were to 
say that there is no use in it all. Do not 
think it. Thies Hfe is but a part of the 
life beyond; only the river of Death 
intervenes, over which we may ali 
cross one day to the larger, fuller swell 
of the life beyond. The Owen Foste? 
who played for us here and led our 
choirs is making grander music there, 
and perchance leading the angel choirs 
as they sing, ‘Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord 
God, Almighty. 

In speaking of this yvoung man's 
modesty, the rector struck, the key- 
note of Owen Foster's character. He 
was indeed as nofable for his unob- 
trusiveness and simplicity as for his 
musical gifts. Besides his accomplish- 
ment as an organist, he wae a brilliant 
pianist, and a composer of much abil- 
ity. He was Very generally liked. It is 
doubtful if he had an enemy. His pass- 
ing over has left a vast blank in local 
musical Hfe. There is none who can 
quite fill the place left vacant by the 
soul that has journeyed out of its 
struggles here toward the great final 
goal of peace. 


Factor cr Product. 

At the First Congregational Church 
Rev. William Horace Day spoke last 
rilght on the subject, “Factor or 
Product.” Instead of the usual text 
he took the character of Peter, and 
the rich young man, One was the 
weak product or his environment, 
while the other rose above his, and 
became a strong man. 

“Peter was a factor,” he said, “while 
the rich youth was a mere product. 
One was a man, the other but the mud 
image of a man, upon whom. every 
touch of circumstance left its im- 


press, In gil departments of life we 
meet the dontrast between the two 
sorts of character. Many years ago 


the Detroit River was full of ice. Great 
floes piled up in a gorge, till the lower 
cakes cut the telegraph cable be- 
tween Windsor and Detroit, and mes- 
sages to the East could not be sent. 
The train came in from Port Huron, 
and one passenger was very anxious 
to get a telegram to the other side. 
Would any one go for $100? The train 
boy looked at the message, walked 
down the side of the cars, and climbed 
into the cab. The engineer saw it was 
only Tom, and did nat remonstrate 
even when he began to try the whistle. 
The operator on the other side, had 
left his useless key, and was eating 
a lunch. He heard a whistle from the 
Detroit side, and listening recognized 
the Morse call ‘Windsor, Windsor.’ 
Catching the meaning of the’ whistle 
he had an engine run out of the round- 


house and replied. That boy was no 
mere product; he was a factor, and 
years after, at the World's Fair at 


Chicago, his exhibit was the central one 
Building, and hie 
name is Thomas Edison. 

“For every man the question comes, 
‘Which am I, factor or product” No 
man may become everything he would 
be, but_if he be a factor-a maker, he 
inay become more than he is. To every 
young man, tempted to think his life 
will be happy if he drifts about the 
unresisting playth ng of chance, I would 
eall out a warning that he enter the 
strenuous life of Peter, and make out 
of even an aiverse environment that 


which God has called him to become—a 
factar." 


NICARAGUA 
VOLCANOES. 
Scientist Fears Effect 

on Canal. 


- 


Makes Strong Argument 
for Panama Route. 


Deductions Drawn by Prof. 
Heilprin From the West 
Indian Catasircphe. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) : 
PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Press prints a 
special article by Prof. Angelo Hetl- 
prin, the geographer and geologist of, 
this city, “now in Martinique, on the 
danger from earthquakes and volcanoes 
which would attend the construction 
and operation of an inter-oceanic canal 
by the Nicaragua route. What Prof. 
Heilprin has seen during the recent 
eruptions in Martinique and St. Vincent 
has convinced him that the Nicaragua 
route is unsafe. 
Outbreaks of volcanic force in the 
various West Indian islands, he finds, 
are interrelated, and conditions there 
establish an increased volcanic phe- 
nomenon in the Caribbean-Gulf region. 
Facts, he says, all go to prove the 
broad reach of this volcanic force. 
Prof. Heilprin’s article was cabled 
from Fort de France, Martinique, 
under date of June 6. It is as follows: 
“My study of what has happened 
here throws added light on the isth- 
mian-canal question. The catastro- 
phe here is without a parallel. Its 
relation with conditions’ at St. Vin- 
cent establishes a long volcanic cir- 
cuit, whose existence should dispose 
of Nicaragua as a cana] route. The 


_reasoens which lead to this conclusion 


as to the canal route are these: 

“Conditions here and at St. Vincent 
establish conclusively ap increase, and 
not a decrease, of volcanic phenomena 
in the Caribbean-Gulf region. 

“An absolutely new form of destruc- 
tivity has been exhibited here. Ke- 
struction has been not by lava, ash 
or earthquake, but by explosive gases 
or steam, shattering everything as if 
blown from a cannon. For seven miles 
the massive masonry of villages has 
been overwhelmed in all directions by 
terrific mud and rock. The loss is in- 
credible. I have visited St. Vincent, 
ninety miles away, and find the phe- 
nomena there identical, with a broader 
area of destruction. There can be no 
question as to interrelation of both 
eruptions, that at St. Vincent preced- 
ing by one day that at Martinique. 

“The facts all prove the broad reach 
of volcanic force, and that reliance for 
protection of a canal running through 
a volcanic country like Nicaragua on 
the localization of volcanic force, its 
assumed dormancy or resistibility of 
the canal] to its force, is absurd.” 


PELEE’S FURY. 


NOT YET UNDER CONTROL. 

[BY DIRECT WHERE TO THE TIMES.1 
FORT DE FRANCE (Martinique) 
June 8.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] It is 
reported from Morne Rouge that Fri- 
day’s eruption of Mont Pelee was very 
severe. Hot ashes and stones fell, 
and there were violent tremblings of 


the earth. Rivers overflowed their 
banks. 
Capt. Thiron, of the French cable 


steamer Pouyver Quertiers, says he was 
five miles off St. Pierre, picking up 
the broken cable, when. the eruption 
occurred. The ship was covered with 
stones. Capt. Thiron sailed away, as 
he feared his men would be asphyxi- 
ated. 

The eruption gnd dense clouds were 
as destructive-looking as in the great 
outbreak of May  §8, and swept St. 
Pierre in as devastating a manner from 
morning until night. 

A DAMAGE MINIMIZED.

FORT DE FRANCE, (Martinique) 
Saturday, June 7.—The damage from 
the eruption of Mont Pelee which oc- 
curred yesterday is less than first 
supposed. The plains of Morne Rouge 
are covered with hot mud, howeve 
Several fishing boats with their crew 
are reported to have disappeared. 


FUTURE OF MARTINIQUE. 


DISCUSSED BY THE “TEMPS.” 
IBY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PARIS, June 8&.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} The Temps exhaustively dis- 
cusses the future of the island of Mar- 
tinique. It denounces energetically 
the idea which has been put forward 
that the colony should be abandoned. 
The paper points out that only one- 
tenth of the island has been devastated 
by the volcanic eruption. It estimates 
that the material losses at St. Pierre 
will be covered by f.100,000,000. It em- 
phasizes the fact that 85 per cent. of 
the sugar-refining plants and 80 per 
cent. of the plantations and factories 
are intact, The cocoa plantations have 


disappeared, but the majority of cof- 


fee plantations have not been in- 
jured. The condition of the Bank of 
Martinique is excellent. Exchange is 
at par. The bank did not suffer any 
loss by the disaster. Bank notes will 
be issued sufficient to compensate for 
those burned. 


RETALHULEU HAS SHAKES. 
ERUPTION WOULD BE WELCOME. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Louis Hirsch, who for 
the last six months has been repre- 
senting the local commission firm of 
Castle Bros. in Guatemala, was a pas- 
senger On the steamer Acapulco, which 
arrived from Champerico today. He 
was accompanied by his wife and two 
children. Hirsch was residing at Ret- 
alhuleu, back of Champerico, at the 
time of the great earthquake, April 
18, and up to the time of leaving that 
country. For the last six weeks he 

occupied a tent. 

“Retalhuleu suffered severely from 
the earthquakes,”’ said Hirsch. ‘The 
town is practically ruined, and my 
own house was destroyed. With many 
other people. my family and I took 
to tents. Earthquakes have contin- 
ued at brief intervals ever since the 
big disturbance of April 18, and ev- 
erybody is naturally worked up to a 
high state of nervousness. Buildings 
are hastily evacuated about every day, 
only to be reoccupled when residents 
see that .the temblors leave them still

BE RUN NEXT WEEK. 


TWENTY PROBABLE STARTERS IN 
SIGHT AT THIS TIME. 


Crusades, Heno and McChesney Will 
Carry the Bulk of the Public Coin— 
Each Horse Has a Chance to Capture 
the Classic Race. 


The American Derby, which is the 
second most valuable stake for run- 
ning horses in this country, will be 
run at Washington Park course near 
Chicago one week from next Saturday, 
June 21, and as the time draws near 
an idea can be formed of the prob- 
able starters in this great race.. 

The Derby is a sweepstakes for 
three-year-olds, $25 to nominate, $225 
additiona}] to start, with $20,000 added, 
of which $3000 to second and $2000 to 
third. The distance is one and one- 
half miles and since 1884, when it was 
jnaugurated, the best time ever made 
in the race was 2:33 4-5, by the great 
horse, Robert Waddell, who won it 
last year, carrying 119 pounds. 

There were something like ninety- 
eight nominations and of this number 
twenty are the starters in sight now, 
as follows:

Government at Manila Awards Con- 


tracts for Repairs to the Philippine 
Fleet of Transports—Chinese to Open 
Eight Important Cities—Desth of 


Marquis Li 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) June 8.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In order to limit the 
world’s supply of ginseng and ad- 
vance the price, the Korean govern- 
ment has destroyed, by burning, 12,- 


000 catties out of 35,000 catties, com- 


prising last year’s crop of Korean gia- 
teng. The burned product was worth 
over 500,000 yen. By government or- 
ders, this year’s crop is being limited 
to 21,000 catties. The government has 
awarded to Mitsui & Company a 
monopoly for the sale of Korean gin- 
seng in China. 

The government at Manila has 
awarded to 8. C. Farnham, Boyd & 
Co., Limited, and other Shanghai 
firms contracts for extensive repairs 
to the Philippine fleet of transports 


-and revenue cutters. This is in addi- 


tion to contracts let several months 
ago for the construction of twenty 
cutters and inter-island transports in 
Oriental cities. Steamship Uranus 
has left Manila for Shanghai, with the 
steamship Churraco in tow, both ves- 
sels to be docked and repaired. 
Liscum will be overhauled and re- 
ceive new boilers. Transports Sum- 
ner and Relief are now being repaired. 

The most important news brought 
by the steamship Duke of Fife is that 
the Chinese government has decided 
to open, either late this year or in 
January next, eight important cities 
as international commercial ports. 
The high provincial authorities of 
Yang-tse provinces have recom- 
mended this action, upon advice of 
Sir James Mackay, who has sug- 
gested tnat a much better impression 
will pe created if China opens thrze 
ports voluntarily, instead of being 
forced by foreign powers by means 
of the new treaty now being framed. 
The cities to be opened are in Chill 
province: the prefectural city of 
Shuntienfu, or Peking in Kwang Tung 
province; the district city of Chiang- 
menhsien in Haichou prefecture: in 
Hunan, the prefectural cities of 
Changsi and Changtzi; in Anhui, pre- 
fectural city of Anchingfu, or Nan- 
king; in Szechuan, the prefectural 
city of Chengtu and the departmental 
city of HMsuchou: in Kiangs! independ- 
ent sub-prefectural city of Hukou, 
Of these cities, four are provincial 
capitals and the headquarters of gov- 
ernors or viceroys. 

Marquis Li, eldest son and heir of 
the late Marquis Li Hung Chang, 
died at Peking, in May, of diphtheria, 
aged 40. His son, Ld Kuochieh, aged 
21, inherits both the titles and great 
wealth left by his father and grand- 
father.

FIRE. ESCAPES. 

If you see the owner of a brick block 
gexzing skyward these days, you may 
know that he is figuring on a fire 
escape for his property, in accordance 
with a recently-enacted city ordinance. 
Every building three stories or more in 
height within fire district No. 1 must 
be “supplied with not less than two fire 


diameter, on each floor and roof. Water 
service supplying these hydrants shall 
not be less than 1%-inch continuous 
eo mg street main, There shall not 
e less than fifty feet of hose to each 


connection, and hose reels or racks, 
nozzles, etc., complete, 

“All buildings tn said fire district No. 
1 of three stories and over in height 
shall be provided with one or more, as 
may be required by the engineer of the 
fire department, metallic ladders, or fire 
escapes, with balconies or railings ex- 
tending in front of and communicating 
with one window or door in each story. 
Said ladders or fire escapes shall ex- 
tend from the first story to the top 
story, and to and above the roof of said 
buliding, and be placed upon the outer 
walls thereof, the same to be located at 
place designated by the chief engineer 
of the fire department. 

“All buildings in said fire district No. 
1 of three stories and over in height 
shall be provided with one or more, as 
may be required by the chief engineer 
of the fire department, four-inch meta!- 
lic standpipes, which shall extend from 
four feet above the line of sidewalk to 
four feet above the roof, and shall be 
provided at each story with the proper 
gate valves, and at the end of the pipe 
with Siamese outlet over the roof, with 
gate valves attached to the same: all 
gate valves and attachments to be 


to enable connection therewith by the 
hose used by the fire department, and 
to be of such pattern, form and con- 
struction as the chief engineer of the 
fire department may determine and ap- 
prove. A standpipe shall be erected as 
herein provided at each ladder or fire 
escape,’

prominent on the Pacific Coast. One 
of them was Mark Hopkins, one of the 
organizers of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company. Another was Edward 
Miller, who became secretary of the 
California Pacific Railroad. 
“Dr. J. D. B. Stillman, one of the 
company, afterward became manager 
of Gen. John C. Fremont’s mines in 
Mariposa county. Dr. Stillman and 
Dr. Morse established in Sacramento 
the first private hospital in the State. 
“J. Ross Brown, also of the come 
pany, Was a prominent writer, and 
was afterward Amierican Minister te 
China. He came with us as United 
States postal agent, to establish post- 
offices. Those established by him 
were the first ones instituted on 
Pacific Coast. When we arrived at 
San Francisco on August 5, 1849, mail 
matter was lying four feet thick on 
the floor of a building serving as post- 
office.

FERNANDO, June 8 — Should fire 
break out in the finely-wooded district 
of the San Gabriel reserve beyond this 
place the force in Southern 
California could be ready in an hour 
to fight the flames. Forest Ranger 
Joseph H. Hutchings, who patrols the 
immense territory, embracing 100 
square miles of ranges and cafions, has 
organized a fire brigade of forty-four 
men here. All are taxpayers and 
therefore have the interest of the com- 
munity at Heart. The brigade is said 
to be the strongest under the direction 
of any one ranger, and is composed of
